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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The amendments, filed on 06/24/08, have been entered and made of record. 
Claims 36-39 are canceled. Claim 40 is added. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments see arguments/remarks, filed 06/24/08, with respect to 
claims 1-35 and 40 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Further more, the 
terminal disclaimer filed on 07/25/08 in compliance with 37CFR 1 .321 (c), overcomes the 
nonstatutory double patenting rejection of the applicant's claims 1, 12-15, 19-20, 27-29 
and 35-37. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-35 and 40 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding in dependent claims 1 and 27, the prior art of record fail to teach or 
suggest the claimed limitations with the reasons set forth in the Applicant's Remarks 
filed on 06/24/08. Therefore, the claims 1-35 are allowed based on the Applicant's 
Remarks. 
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Regarding in dependent claim 40, the claim is allowed because claim 40 
represents the limitation of an objected claim 20 which is rewritten in independent form 
to include all of the limitations of the base claim (original claim 1) and any intervening 
claims. 

Regarding dependent claims 2-26 and 28-35, the claims are allowed as being 
dependent of claims 1 and 27, respectively. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
